^ar!s, Dec. 13.—-A one-hilllon- dollar loan, guaranteed by all Ger­ 
man customs and paying seven per 
cent interest may be Issued with

The inter-allied reparations com m ission is said to have reached 
an accord with the 
allied governm en ta regarding the note. The date 
of issuance was not revealed.

•"Would run for fifty years. A limited 
num ber of the bonds would be of­ 
fered to each form er enem y power, 
each allied nation and a number of 
th e w ealthiest of the neutrals. 
If the loan Is fully subscribed, it 
w ould be considered 
equivalent to 
paym ent of German indem nity for 
tw o years. The m oney obtained from 
sale of the bonds w ould be distrib­ 
uted just as the German indemnity 
w ould be apportioned, during

The victims > 
of famine, fire, flood and earthquake will be with us; but some­ 
thing has come into the life of humanity that will lessen the Red 
Cross work in battle and the dreary aftermath of battle. 
Facing these people before whom the misery of the world is j 
charted, the President was moved to tell them of his. happiness 
that the hour is at hand when “we shall have done something 
tangible to prevent calling upon you again for war 
service." 
Mark also the unwavering words: 
And I like to say it to you, because I know whereof I speak, j 
We are going to succeed beyond our fondest hopes. It is getting ( 
to be pleasing to be able to say that things never done before we 
can do now. 
Does the President know what he is promising? Is b- aware 
of all that his words mean? He should know. He called the Con­ 
ference into being. That Conference is now inking in the plans 
for a partially disarmed world and a world pledged to peace. No | 
national head is so closely in touch with it as he. It is doubtful 
if there is another human being who knows so much of the sweep 
and powder of sentiment for making an end to war.

Chesapeake Bay, Norfolk and San 
Francisco were today in the hands of the British Admiralty? If 
instead of electing our own President, responsible to the American 
people, England had the power of appointing a Governor over us?
